WASHINGTON, April 26.— The 
court troubles of Colonel Robert W. 
Stewart of Chicago, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana, assumed 
major proportions today when the 
Senate, by resolution, directed United 
States Attorney Leo A. Rover of the 
District of Columbia to take cogni- 
zance of the testimony given by 
Colonel Stewart before the Senate 
committee investigating the Conti- 
nental Trading Company angle: of 
the Teapot Dome scandal, with the 
view of determining whether or not 
Colonel Stewart committed - perjury 
before that committee. 

The resolution was passed: asthe 
climax of a heated debate: of more 
than an hour, in the course of whieh 
Colonel Stewart’s name was linked 
with that of Benedict Arnold. He 
was referred to by Sénator “Glass bf

Coutempt Indictment Stands. 

The order of arrest voted against 
Colonel Stewart, when in February 
he refused to testify before the com- 
mittee as to his knowledge of the 
disposition made of Continental 
Trading Company profits and which 
was halted by a writ of habeas cor 
pus, now pending on appeal to the 
District Court of Appeals, was va- 
cated by the Senate. In the matter 
of the contempt indictment, how- 
ever, the Senate refused to reverse 
its position. Instead it passed a res- 
olution which was in effect a man- 
dat« to District Attornéy Rover to 
process with the prosecution of that 
ndictment. 

The case of Colonel Stewart was 
brought to the attention of the Sen- 
ate soon after that chamber ee 
vened thie afternoon. It was in 
form of a report from the comm 
tee. investigating the Continental 
transactions. 

The report. recited the fact that 
on Tuesday of this week Colonel 
Stewart had admitted that $759,509 
of the Continental profits were al- 
lotted to him, and that while he re- 
ceived the money. which was. in Lib- 
erty bonds, he had placed the bonds, 
as rapidly as they came to him,.in 
trust for the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana and the Sinclair Crude 
Oil Purchasing Company, of which 
latter company the Standard is half 
owner. In February when. before the 
committee Colonel Stewart swore he 
hac never, personally, received or 
owned a single bond bought with 
Continental profits 

After the report ‘of the committee 

had been read by the clerk, Senator 
Walsh of Montana explained that in 
his. opinion the pending contempt 
proceedings against Colonel Stew- 
art set for trial May. 21 next would 
not be affected by Colonel Stewart's 
appearance before the committee 
this week, although. he added, the 
fact that he had appeared might be 
offered in mitigation of any sentence 
that might he opposed. 

Senator Walsh pointed out that 
there were ,many ‘“‘irreconcilable dis- 
crepancies’’ between the statements 
made by Colonel Stewart when before

Continuing, Sefior de Oca recalled 
that -Mexico at. present is meeting 
the monthly notes — the $2,000,- 
000 loaned in J cover the bal- 
ance of the 1927 interest on the for- 
eign debt, running from January of 
the current year until December, in- 
clusive. 

The Minister believed that. the 
bankers will deal with Mexico some- 
what on the basis of European coun- 
tries after the World War that is to 
say, they will not press to an undue 
extent the Calles Administration, 
which has made such t strides 
toward rehabilitation. He held that 
this would be the logical policy. 


Says There Was No Pressure. 


The Minister emphasized that the 
Lamont committee has not brought 
pressure in the slightest degree upon 
the Calles Government. He added 
that since the visit of the bankers’ 
representatives and during the time 
they were in Mexico City he has not 
been in touch with Mr. Lamont ex- 
cept telephonically on minor matters 
and has not. discussed the major 
problem of renewal of the sérvice on 
the foreign debt. 

The general view in local circles is 
that the Minister will make a trip 
north to confer with the international 
committee once the latter has had 
time to study the report of its repre- 
sentatives. t would be adopting 
the procedure of former Minister AL 
berto Pani when he closed the revised 
pact entered into by Adolfo de la 
Huerta.

LAKE STE.: AGNES, Quebec, April 26.—My oo anions 
Captain Koeh! and Baron von Huenefeld, and myself are here 
tonight, but not in the Bremen; as we had hoped. 

The Junkers plane in which we hopped the pond is on the 
mainland at Long Point, Quebec, but we are still optimistic of 
having her repaired. We wish to fly her back to Ireland within 
ten. days and, after fueling, to go on to Germany. 

Of course we are keenly disappointed not to be hale in 
our own machine. We did our best to get her in the air again, 
but met with no success. Then, learning.last night of the death 
of Floyd Bennett, we decided to leave the Bremen behind and 
fly to Washington to place a wreath upon his grave. 

- Return to Greenely Described. 

My return journey to Greenely Island to rejoin my. comrades 
there was not altogether uneventful... I came out, it will be 
recalled, to get the parts with which, we felt, the Bremen could 
be repaired. I took these out on the three-motored Ford plane 
that was sent to our relief. 

[This was the plane chartered by The New York World and North 
American Newspaper Alliance in flying which toward Greenely Island, 
Floyd Bennett contracted the pneumonia which caused his death.] 

We left Lake Ste. Agnes expecting to stop at Seven Islands, 
Quebec, and after fueling to hop off at once for Greenely, ar- 
riving there that afternoon. 

But luck was against us, for the petrol we expected at 
Seven Islands was not there. Press planes had used it up, and 
the nearest supply was at the village. Two hours passed before 
we got it. 

In the meantime the sun had been melting the snow badly 
and we were in doubt that we could get off. Nevertheless, we 
tried it. Twice we ran over the snow for two miles, but we 
could not get in the air. So we gave it up and decided to spend 
the night there, hoping for'a frost to harden the surface for us. 

Found Bremen All Ready for Repairs. 
| We were entertained that night by the Mayor and some 
of the local. people. They were very nice to us. 

’ The next morning at: 6 o’clock we started the engine, and 
this time were successful in taking off. We Teached: Greenely 
without any other incident. 

1 was surprised upon returning to find that the Bremen 
had been moved. She was not in the reservoir where she broke 
through the ice when we landed on it after our trip across from 
lreland.

We decided to use dog sleds, and,putting one under each wheel, 

we began the task of moving. her gently to the. ice.in the bay.

Bremen Breaks Through the Ice. 

With the machine safely on the ice in the bay, we decided 
to stop work for the night. [Monday], That evening.we held a 
consultation and agreed that the best place for a také-off would 
be from ‘the.ice off Long Point on the mainland, about a mile 
away. 

We had placed a native as guard over the ship during the 
night. 

Next morning conditions. were extremely good. We turned 
out at 5 o’clock and began to push the Bremen across the fice. 
Three times, however, she broke through soft spots in the ice 
and we had to hoist her up again and place her on dog sleds. 

Then we started pushing her once more, this ‘time success- 
fully, finally reaching the smooth; ice running parallel with the 
shore-line. 

We now decided to build. a fire wad warm the oil and try 
to warm the engine. A large vessel was procured for boiling 
water. We also heated the tins of oil for the engine. 


Engine Refuses to Start. 


We took out the spark plugs and cleaned them thoroughly. 
They had become badly fouled in the flight. We also cleaned 
the magneto and took down the distributer and the carbureter 
and cleaned them, too. After that the petrol was filled in. 

At 8 o’clock in the morning we were ready to start the 
@hgine. We tried, but without success. She popped a few 
times, but she would not take hold. This was due to the fact 
that the engine has a very high compression, a ratio of seven, 
and We could not get compression except on two of the cylinders. 

We came to the corclusion that the grease we put on the 
valves after we broke through the ice on Greenely had melted 
on the warm days and had trickled down the valve stems, run- 
ning into the ports. Later this hardened, thus preventing the 
valves from heating properly except on the two cylinders 
mentioned, 

We worked a whole day on this, even using blow lamps 
in an effort to clear the valves, but with no success, 

Optimism Near Vanishing Point. 

That evening there was every indication of an approaching 
gale, We decided to move the Bremen off the ice into the 
shelter of the harbor at Long Point. There we covered her 
up against the storm we knew would come. 

We were not mistaken. It began to snow before we had 
completed this work. Then a gale came up, and further work 
that night was impossible. 

Much of our optimism had left us now. When the repair 
parts came we expected..to install them.quickly, and take off 
without further delay. Now we decided to hold a conference. 
Its outcome I have already told. 

We were no longer in our quarters on Greenely Island, but 
were installed on the mainland. The Baron and Koeh) had

had never met him before he came to Lake Ste. Agnes with 
the relief plane. I had no idea when I. left here that he was 
so ill. His death was a shock to me: Aviation will miss him. 
He did much for it. His loss is inestimably great. 

The news depressed us greatly. Until then the three of 
us had been overjoyed to be reunited. When I left Greenély. 
I expected to be gone for not more than two days; but my stay 
was an enfdrced one and my comrades showed every pleasure 
at my return, 

I brought them many things they needed. . They had been 
without luxuries of any kind, and almost without necessary 
clothing. I brought back cigars and nice things to eat, and 
clean underwear and shirts to wear. 

That first night together in the lighthouse [Monday] we 
had almost a feast. We hoped to be off in the morning. We 
felt certain of taking the Bremen into the air again. So we had 
quite a party with the food and beer and wine, topping it off 
with cigars and cigarettes. We enjoyed it immensely. 

Flight Back to Lake Ste. Agnes. 

We went to bed planning to get up at dawn [today]. The 
weather indications were fair, but when we arose conditions 
were bad. We decided not to delay, however, and we took off 
at 8:45 Atlantic Time, or 7:45 Eastern Standard Time, this 
morning in the Ford plane, leaving the Bremen behind. 

We encountered snow at the start of our flight back. For 
100 miles the going was bad. It was exceedingly bumpy in the 
air and we had a head wind which slowed ts up. 

Balchen and 1 took the controls for the first three hours. 
Then Balchen and Koeh) flew the next three hours. 

After the first two hours the weather cleared. Then we 
ran into bright sunshine and excellent: visibility.. We began 
to make better speed too. We passed Godbout, Quebec, at 2 
o’clock and Mille Vaches, Quebec, at 3 o’clock. About three- 
quarters of an hour later we were over Lake Ste. Agnes and saw 
the large crowd waiting for us on the ice: We landed at 3:52.

PUERTO CABBEZAS, Nicaragua, 
April 26 (#).—Having carried out a 
successful raid on La Luz y Los 


dino rebels planned an attack on 
Puerto Cabezas, where there are 
many Americans. But there is a 
strong force of marines here under 
Major Harold H. Utley, as well as 
a United States warship, and no fear 
has been aroused by the threat. 
The raiders cleaned out the La 
Luz Mine, looted several other 
American-owned mines, carried off 
everything they could take along 
with them and destroyed as much as 
possible. It was stated that they ex- 
pected to effect a junction with Gen- 
eral Sandino himself in the Pis Pis 
region and thence march to Puerto 
Cabezas, an eight-day journey by 
foot. The general opinion here is 
that the threat was a ‘‘bluff.’’ 

The assistant manager of La Luz 
mine, George B. Marshall of New 
York, was seized by the rebels. A 
note has been received from him 
stating that so far [no date is re- 
ported] he had been accorded fair 
treatment. This is the only note he 
has sent. [Recent revorts that Mr. 
Marshall had been killed by the San- 
dinistas appear to be refuted by this 
information. ] 

In the raid on La Luz mine, the 
leader, General Giron, who holds a 
commission under Sandino, was un- 
der orders to kill the superintendent, 
Harry Amphlett, an Englishman, 
who was away and escaped capture. 
Mr. Amphlett returned to the mine 
up the Prinzapolea River on April 
29 and found the property practti- 
cally deserted. Every one was hid- 
ing in the woods, expecting a return 
of the raiders. He came back to 
Puerto Cabezas Monday.

LONDON, April 26.—A revelation 
of several secrets which . were 
guarded closely by the British Navy 
during the World War will be made 
tomorrow when a book entitled ‘“The 
Freedom of the Seas’’ is published 
here. Its authors are George Young, 
once attaché to Lord Bryce in the 
British Embassy at Washington, and 
Commander Kenworthy, Labor Mem- 
ber of Parliament. 
Its purpose is to demonstrate the 
futility of the old British idea of 
commanding the seas and to urge 
upon Britons that an association be- 
tween Briiain and America in con- 
trolling sea power is the sole hope 
for security. 
The exposé of secrets was made 
during the authors’ attacks on the 
Admiralty, which they assert allowed 
feasible plans to use new weapons 
and new methods to gather cobwebs 
in pigeonholes while the empire was 
staggering beneath the blows of Ger- 
man submarine warfare. It was 
Whitehall, they assert, that held the 
navy to a purely defensive réle in- 
stead of enabling it to take the ag-

“The intention was,’’ the book 
says, ‘‘to place these in readiness for 
convenient spots in the Heligoland 
bight by flooding the inner tanks 
and sinking them in sandbanks, leav- 
ing exposed a heavily armored turret 
with a powerful gun and search- 
lights. There they were to harass 
any ship leaving or entering German 
naval ports. 


Would Have Been Formidable. 


“With their outlying pickets, sub- 
marines and supporting. mine-fields, 
they could only have been reduced 
by a regular expedition, which in 
turn would have brought destroyer, 
cruiser and finally battleship action. 

*‘But so inert became the strategy 
of passive defense that their final 
destination was to reinforce the bar- 
rage across the English Channel.’’ 

The authors pay tribute to Ameri- 
can navy men for bringing a new 
svirit of dashing enterprise into the 
allied sea power. 

‘“‘The brains of the American naval 
experts in planning their campaign 
were not measured by gold lace 
round their caps,’’ says the book, 
“and it was far easier to suppress a 
valuable new idea voiced by a Brit- 
ish Admiral than by an American 
Lieutenant.”’

CAUSES SOME ANXIETY 


Special Cable to Ta& New YorkK TmeEs. 
PARIS, April 26.—M. Briand con- 
tinued to make slight progress today. 
Today there was a further abatement 
of his high temperature, which has 
lasted for more than a week and the 
doctors were able to issue a state- 
ment that the patient’s general 
health was improving. 

During the afternoon, an alarm 
was spread in Paris by an unfounded 
report that the Foreign Minister had 
died. 

There has, however, been real 
anxiety in Government circles, not so 
much that the Foreign Minister’s 
present illness might end fatally, but 
that his general condition, which has 
not been good for several months, 
may necessitate M. Briand’s with- 
drawal from public activities for a 
protracted period. Should he take 
this course, upon the advice of his 
physicians, it would meat with- 
drawal from the Cabinet and would 
leave M. Poincaré in a difficult posi- 
tion with respect to the Left Moder- 
ates, who with M. Briand in office 
feel reassured on the Government’s 
foreign policy, are willing to sup- 
port the present Premier. 

With M. Briand’s post even tenta- 
tively occupied by another states- 
man, serious difficulties would al- 
ways be present for the National 
Union as now constituted, unless, as 
has been suggested, M. Poincaré 
should accept M. Herriot or some 
other prominent radical leader as 
Foreign Minister. 

M. Briand’s system has _ not 
thoroughly thrown off the blood pois- 
oning with which he was infected 
when he suffered eye trouble last 
year. He has been obliged to fol- 
ow 2 rigorous diet and give up 
smoking, a habit of which he was ex- 
tremely fond. He has to be extreme- 
ly careful as to sleep and overwork. 
It is due to the condition of his blood 
temperature that his present illness 
is so persistent.

Mr. Sloan said the motor car had 
long since passed the stage where 
it had to be ‘‘sold’”’ and that it was 
“the greatest single influence as af- 
fecting our prosperity,”’. He expected 
it to grow in importance as affect- 


ing the prosperity of other coun- 
tries. He estimated that the pur- 
chasing power of 12,000,000 persons, 
or about 10 per cent. of the popula- 
tion of the United States, depended 
upon the automobile industry. The 
wealth yearly created through the 
production, sale and use of motor 
cars, he added, approximately equaled 
the annual value of farm crops in 
this country. 

He said that the industry and its 
allied interests were the largest 
users of newspaper advertising space 
among all national advertisers and 
that his corporation was the largest 
individual user of newspaper adver- 
tising. 

“It is impossible to sell between 
1,500,000 and 2,000,000 motor cars, 
to say nothing of other products, the 
total representing a retail sales value 
of over $2,000,000,000,”"" he continued, 
“without the expenditure of colossal 
sums for advertising purposes.” 

He said that newspaper advertis- 
ing had been found particularly help- 
ful from the standpoint of direct 
sales. appeal and that the General 
Motors gdvertising appropriations 
showed a strong trend toward more 
and more. space in the daily newspa- 
pers. 

“IT am a firm believer in advertis- 
ing,’’ he went on. “I believe adver- 
tising is a direct promoter of pros- 
perity; for the reason that it stim- 
ulates a desire on the part of the 
people to have things that they 
otherwise would not even know 
about, and therefore creates an in- 
centive to work for thos e things.

“SEPARATE BUT PARALLEL.” 


Neither Viscount Grey nor RAM- 
SAY MACDONALD suspects that Secre- 
tary KELLOGG’S proposals for the out- 
lawry of war dre aimed against the 
League of Nations. Lord GREY has 
just described the Kellogg plan as 
moving in the same direction as the 
League, “by a road separate from 
yet parallel to the League.” Mr. 
MACDONALD, writing. in -the New 
York Nation, speaks of Europe pur- 
suing security “ within the Kellogg 
“note and through the League of 
“ Nations.” Lord Grey takes it for 
granted that a treaty in renuncia- 
tion of war implies automatic free- 
dom of action against a violator of 
the treaty. This, he believes, should 
be enough to satisfy French hesita- 
tions on the subject of defensive 
warfare by leaving France at lib- 
erty to act under the Locarno trea- 
ties or the Covenant of the League 
against an aggressor. Such ‘a safe- 
guard might be embodied in an addi- 
tional article in the Kellogg draft or 
in an exchange of notes. It is a 
concession that the United States 
could hardly refuse. 

Mr. MACDONALD is not. sure that 
the United States can subscribe to a 
world treaty for the outlawry of war 
and yet keep free of every form of 
obligation. If everything humanly 
possible has been done for peace, he 
argues, and nevertheless “the devil 
still broke out of his prison,” Amer- 
ica would find it difficult to evade 
responsibility. What Mr. MACDONALD 
apparently has in mind is not armed 
action by us against a violator, nor 
even economic action of, the kind 
contemplated in the Covenant of 
the League, but’ a friendly ‘attitude 
toward the purposes and procedure 
of the League when it is compelled 
to take action against a violator. 
Some time ago Mr. JAMES in his dis- 
patches dealt concretely with -this 
vital factor. Suppose the Council of 
the League proclaims an economic 
blockade against an aggressor, and 
the British Navy is entrusted with 
the execution: of the decree. What 
will be the attitude of the United 
States in respect to its own foreign 
trade with the outlawed nation? If 
we insisted that we are not bound by 
the verdict at Geneva, a blockade 
would be futile; and this, Mr. JAMES 
pointed out, is at the root of British 
doubts about the effectiveness of the 
economic under the League.

mitted to the American Engineering 
Council by Mr. FRANCIS LEE STUART 
of this city. Flood control requires 
reservoirs empty when the floods 
come. Irrigation and domestic con- 
sumption require reservoirs full 
when the drought comes. Develop- 
ment of useful electric power de- 
pends on a flow of water as uniform 
as possible. The Colorado River is 
also noted for its heavy load of silt, 
which offers the dam builders a spe- 
cial problem, not any too thorough- 
ly studied. Mr. STUART is inclined 
to believe that some solution is in- 
dicated other than a high dam in 
Boulder Canyon—possibly a dam in 
the coastal” plain to take care of 
flood control and irrigation, and an 
experimental dam in the canyon sec- 
tion for power development. Re- 
‘viewing his report, the American 
Engineering Council’s special com- 
mittee concludes that the “‘ engineer- 
ing feasibility” of the Boulder Dam 
project remains to be demonstrated. 

The committee recommends that 
before the Government commits it- 
self to so huge an expenditure 

the development’ of the river for 
the purpose in view should be 
further and most thoroughly inves- 
tigated to determine how the re- 
sults which it seeks to accomplish 
can be secured with a reasonable 
assurance of success. 

This is in line with the suggestions 
of Representative’ DouGiLas of Ari- 
zona, which State has been opposed 
to the Swing-Johnson bill ever since 
it refused to adhere to the Colorado 
compact.

If JESSE DE FOREST, who organized 
in Leyden the expeditions of the 
Walloons at the time when the Pil- 
grim Fathers were. preparing for 
their now historic voyage, had not 
died in the midst of his New World 
exploits, he might have been the first 
First Citizen of New York; for that 
“ indefatigable Walloon,” as he was 
called, who launched the “ first per- 
manent home-building, farming set- 
tlement” in this State had uncom- 
mon abilities. As it is, his descen- 
dant,seven generations later, ROBERT 
W. DE ForEsT, showing like abilities 
in their disinterested application to 
modern home-building and urban 
problems, has come into first place 
in the social service, art and city- 
planning activities in this city, where 
the little de Forest colony landed. 
There is thus a certain poetic fitness 
in the recognition given last night 
to Mr. DE FOREST by forty or more 
organizations with which he is ac- 
tively associated in furthering the 
higher interests of the city, the State 
and the nation. 

He is not a “professional” phi- 
lanthropist. He has great business 
and law interests which have pros- 
pered under his hand; but. despite 
all these demands he has resolutely, 
systematically and intelligently de- 
voted himself as well as his material 
aid to the great undertakings of this 
vast community in promoting more 
helpful charity to those in need, a 
wider ministration of the best in all 
the world’s art, through museum and 
lecture; a fuller appreciation of our 
own upward cultural struggle in the 
industrial, graphic and plastic arts, 
and a more intelligent and deter- 
mined effort in dealing with prob- 
lems of urban growth and housing. 
And what he has done locally has 
taken on national and even interna- 
tional significance; for his activities 
here have led other cities to invoke 
for their like conditions what he has 
done for his own city. He has for 
years been President of the. Ameri- 
can Federation of Arts and he has 
been a prime mover in the develop- 
ment of the American Red Cross as 
an.effective agency of relief in any 
part of the world where an emer- 
gency need shows itself. : 
It:is this city of his birth and of 
his first devotion which should keep 
him most gratefully in mind and 
whose best wishes for his continued 
health and strength should attend 
him on his way as he enters upon a 
new decade. The shining record of 
his eighty years has been worthy to 
be inscribed in ‘the book of gold” 
into which the tributes were gath- 
ered last night, but it will be gener- 
ations before that record can be 
closed. The contributions of ROBERT 
W. DE FOREST, this descendant of 
JESSE DE Forest, the first of the 
planners for this settlement, will be 
a@ perpetual asset to this greatest of 
cities into which that settlement has 
grown.

three or four important powers in 
Latin America, could be endowed 
with authority to’ make decisions or 
to undertake to determine policies 
in Latin American affairs affecting 
other States, is a chimera,’ said Mr. 
Hughes. 

Discussing ‘‘the outlook for Pan 
Americanism’’.» Mr. Hughes, who was 
Chairman of the delegation from the 
United States at Havana, ve his 
observations of the recent Sixth In- 
ternational Conference of American 
States, having reserved his first of- 
ficial statement especially for this 


meeting of the Society of Inter- 
national Law, of which he is Presi- 


ent. 

‘According to the former Secretary 
of ,. the recent Havana confer- 
ence, quite apart from the specific 
accomplishments, afforded a_ wel- 
come and striking demonstration of 
mutual $rlonsdlinese which put to 
shame the prophets ‘of evil. 


Would Dispel ‘Iilusions.”’

‘Under the resolution of the Ha- 
vana conference the way is now open 
for a conference of plenipotentiary

That conference Should 
have important results. It is appar- 
ent, however, from the terms of the 
resolution, that an agreement for 
ay gang” arbitration in all cases 
is not to be expec ns 

“But it should be abieiesd that 
appropriate exceptions to an agree- 
ment to arbitrate, made as definite 
as possible and relating to matters 
which the American States would 
not, in any event, consent to arbi- 
trate, are not. inconsistent with the 
renunciation of war a» an ‘nstrument 
of national policy. A nation may be 
unwilling to arbitrate a question 
which it would have no idea of fight- 
ing about, except in self-defense. * *'* 

Granted the propriety of such ex- 
ceptions as the reso.ution indicates, 
there still remains a broad oppor- 
tunity for the arbitration. of justi- 
ciable disputes lying outside the ex- 
ceptions, and in this field provisions 
should be mad; for obligatory arbi- 
tration. 

‘*Nations which renounce war can- 
not do less han provide this, remedy 
wherever ii is practicable. Not to 
provide it in cases of ‘international 
differences of a juridical character,’ 
as the resolution phrases it, would 
be to show slight interest in the 
practical institutions of peace.’ 


Discussion of Canada’s Status.

Revises Sewer Specifications to 
End Monopolies and Asks for 
Opinion on Legality. 


BIDS ON NEW JOBS INCREASE 

Borough President Sits for First 

Time in Estimate Board and - 
Shakes Hands.With Mayor. 


Pians for open competition in the 
construction of sewers in Queens | 22 
were started yesterday by Borough 
President Bernard M. Patten, who 
asked Corporation Counsel George 
P. Nicholson for an opinion on the 
legality of the method he intends to 
follow in future. An end of the old 
sewer pipe monopoly and ‘‘sewer 
rings’ is contemplated by the new 
borough head, who proposes to re- 
vise the specifications for sewer con- 
struction work. 

“I am determined that there shal) 
be open competition,’’ Mr. Patten 
said when asked whether his pro- 
posed revision of the requirements 
was aimed at the sewer monopoly 
in the borough. 

In his letter to Mr. Nicholson, Mr. 
Patten wrote: 

“A determination has been made 
in this office to make a change in 
the provisions of specifications pro- 
viding for the building and installa- 
tion of cement concrete gi with oe 
inforcement.. : Paragraph 134 of th 
specifications now used in this bbe 
ough reads as follows: 

‘All. joints to be made of 1:2 
Portland cement mortar. The. mor- 
tar shall be thoroughly troweled in 
the recess in the interior of the pipe 
up to the spring He ne a oases 
p Rog elf he as Yo ii od 

one steel forms y design 
for the purpose pect aced over 
and around the entire joint and the 
mortar for sealin ng the arch portions 
po or poured through an open 


ng in the crown of the pipe. Joints 
must be watertight.’ 

Submits New Requirements. 

“I therefore submit to you a new 
paragraph to take the place of para- 
graph 134 and which it is intended 
will read as follows: 

“**The interior of pipes shall be 
smooth, offering the least resistance 
to the flow. The joints between pipes 
shall be of a form and to be sealed 
in a manner to be approved by the 
engineer. Joints shall be filled with 
1:2 Portland cement mortar. Special 
care shall be exercised to assure the 
complete filling of the joints, and 
the method employed which will as- 
sure that the joint is completely 
filled with cement mortar. Jointing 
compound to be used if specified. 
Only such pipe of bell and spigot 
will be accepted that will reasonably 

assure the construction of a water- 
tight joint. The interior joint to be 

troweled or otherwise ished to 
make it smooth and flush with the 
interior surface of the pipe.’ 

“I would appreciate a word from 

you at the earliest opportunity as to 
the legality of such a change. For 
it is my desire to o wide the com- 
petition in this and all other classes 
of public works.. At first glance, I 
am of the opinion that this will re- 
Sult in.the end referred to.’’ 

Mr. Nicholson had not received the 
letter from Mr, Patten yesterday 
afternoon and would not comment on 
the question raised when the text of 
it was offered. The _ corporation 
counsel preferred to wait until he 


had the matter before him in official 
form. 


Patten Greets the Mayor. 


Mr. Patten sat as Queens Borough 
President for the first time yester- 
day at a meeting of the Board of 
Estimate. On the way to his seat he 
passed Mayor Walker, who had op- 
posed his election by the Queens 
members of the Board of Aldermen, 
and who had informed Mr, Patten 
that he did not have time to admin- 
ister: the oath of office to him.

$14,974,930 Yielded by Holdings In 
General Motors—Surplus Has 
Increased $23,632,209. 


E. I. du Pont dé Nemours & Co. 
realized a profit of $2,286,000 on the 
114,000 shares of common stock of 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
which it bought in June of last year 
and sold somc time after the first 
of this year. This was revealed in 
the income report for the first quar- 
ter, made public yesterday. 

The du Pont company’s Steel com- 
mon cost $14,005,392. It is assumed 
that the stock was disposed of near 
the peak of the market this year. 
The Federal Trade Commission 
started an investigation of a reported 
“community of interest’? among the 
du Pont company, the General Mo- 


tors Corporation and United States 
Steel, following the announcement 
that du Pont had bought heavily into 
the Steel Corporation. It hus been 
reported that du Pont sold its Steel 
stock upon an unofficial suggestion 
that the Trade Commission wished 
it to do so. 


Profit From General Motors. 


The du Pont company earned in 
the first three months of this year a 
net income of $21,514,198, of which 
$14,974,930 came from the company’s 
investment in the General Motors 
Corporation. 

The net for the quarter is equiva- 
lent to $7.63 a share on the 2,661,658 
shares of no par common stock and 
compares with $15,458,268, or $5.36 a 
share, in the corresponding period of 
last year. The company’s income 
from its General Motors investment 
in the first quarter of last year was 
$11,977,865. The figures for the com- 
parative quarters include the extra 
dividends paid by General Motors in 
January of the two years. 

Earnings from du Pont’s opera- 
tions amounted to $4,118,891.in the 
first quarter of this year, an increase 
of $831,120 or 25 per cent. from those 
of the same part of 1927. 


Miscellaneous Securities. 


The income from miscellaneous se- 
curities increased from $525,526 in 
the first quarter of 1927 to $3,067,519 
in that period of this year. This in- 
crease includes the profit from the 
sale of the Steel stock. ‘‘Without this 
unusual source of profit,’’ the an- 
nouncement said, ‘‘the earnings for 
the quarter would be $6.77, or $1.41 
a hare over the first quarter of last 
ear.’’ 
The company increased its surplus 
account during the quarter by 7

Brooklyn Edison Head Assails Con- 
trol of Utilities by Government. 


Our nation has been recognized as 
one which seeks to foster and en- 
courage business, with a strict divi- 
sion between governmental and busi- 
ness affairs, according to M. S.

REDISCOUNTS NOT. RAISED 


Increased Rates in Other Cities 
Drawing Money From New York 
—Early Rise Expected. 


An increase of $15,385,000 in brokers’ 
loans, marking the seventh consec- 
utive week in which the figures have 


shown expansion, was announced 
yesterday by the Federal Reserve 
Board. The total, $4,144,386,000, is 
the largest ever recorded and is 
$1,261,392,000 above the level that ex- 
isted at this time last year. The re- 
port showed, however, a reversal of 
the trend that in previous weeks has 
sent large amounts of funds here 
from other parts of the country. This 
week’s figures showed a reduction of 
more than $89,000,000 in the loans 
placed here for the account of out-of- 
town banks, but this was more than 
offset by increases in the amount 
placed by other lenders.

Wholesale commodity price levels 
will rise steadily in the next few

opinion of Virgil Jordan, Chief Econ- 
omist of the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board, of 247 Park Avenue, 
by spoke to the wholesalers yester- 
ternoon at the Hotel Pennsy!- 
pan “Such an upward movement 
ini commodity prices is perhaps a re- 
sult of the efforts being made to 
restrain excessive speculation in se- 
curities,’’ he said. 

‘Trade has been held back during 
the past three years by the falling 
price levels of .commodities,’”’ -Mr. 
Jordan continued, “‘but it will pick 
up inevitably when those price levels 
start rising again. Business men 
want speculative profits and they 
will now speculate in the field of 
commodities, since their desire to 
invest in securities has been re- 
strained. 

‘‘Wholesalers, jobbers, manufac- 
turers and retail dealers have 
avoided increasing inventories in the 
past three years partly because 
prices have been declining and 
partly because surplus funds have 
been more profitably invested in the 
call loan market and in other liquid 
paper,”” Mr. Jordan said. ‘‘During 
recent months, however, commercial 
paper holdings of the banks have in- 
creased with unusual rapidity, and 
consequently commodity prices have 
pitas began to take an upward 

rend.’
